Faculty Outnumbers 
Students at Alley 

Faculty outnumbered students as LSUS students mounted the 
soapbox to air their gripes at the first Free Speech Alley Nov. 20. 
The dominant theme of the Alley was student apathy. Dave Griffith, 
sophomore in pre-law, became the first person to speak from the 
white "soapbox," when he said that in his opinion the Student Gov- 
ernment should try to sponsor a project to "cure" the apathy. 



"Free Speech Alley is the 
first university level project we 
have had here at LSUS, and the 
students aren't even interested 
enough to turn out. It is import- 
ant for the students to have some 
way to express their opinions 
on various subjects, and the Al- 
ley is a way to have their say." 
Griffith said. 

Griffith was referring to the 
poor student turn-out for the 
Alley. The greatest number of 
people present at any one time 
was 22. 

In analyzing the reasons for 
the poor showing, Frederick 
Bentley, sophomore English ma- 
jor, said that he believed the 
time and place designated for the 
Alley were poor. 

"On the main campus, the Al- 
ley is on the main throughfare 
as the students change classes. 
They time the alley around noon, 
when there is a great deal of 
traffic. People get involved as 
they are passing by," said Bent- 
ley. 

Dr. Vincent Marsala then ad- 
ded that a good place to meet 
might be between the library and 
science buildings. 

Other suggestions for im-

Any full-time student at LSUS 
who feels that he has writing 
ability has the opportunity to 
win cash for himself and honor 
for the University by entering 
a writing contest sponsored by 
the College Writer's Society of 
Louisiana. 

A $100 bond is the grand 
prize in the undergraduate con- 
test. In addition to the grand 
prize, three other prizes will 
be offered in each of the seven 
categories. First prize will be 
$25, second will be $10 and 
third will be $5. 

Categories in which a stu- 
dent may enter include short 
story, one-act play, newspaper 
feature article, personal essay, 
poetry, Louisiana poem and for- 
mal essay. 

Entries in the short story 
category may not exceed 5,000 
words. There is a limit of four 
entries per college for this cat- 
egory. Newspaper feature arti- 
cles may not exceed 3,000 words. 
Formal essays must be limited 
to 6,000 words. Playir^: time 
for the one-act play must be be- 
tween 15 and 40 minutes. 

All contestants may submit 
entries in one or more of the 
seven categories, but no one 
contestant may have more than 
two entries in any one division. 

LSUS will be limited to 22 
entries in the contest. 

Manuscripts are due for LSUS 
by December 18. They are to be 
submitted to Mr. Robert Bishoff 
in room 212, or may be turned 
in to any English teacher. 

The winners of the contest 
will be announced on April 12 
at a banquet to be held in Ham- 
mond, La. 

All state -supported schools in 
Louisiana are eligible to submit 
entries to the contest. 

Judges will be members of 
the Louisiana College Writer's 
Society, headed by Lou E. Bal- 
lard of Hammond.
